Proper Nutrition Plays A Very 


{| Important Part In Wool 


Production 


The war demand for still more wool 
brings into prominence the fact that 
the winter feeding of roughage to 
sheep constitutes a problem in the 
production of high quality wool. 
Proper nutrition plays an important 
part in wool production. Half- 
starved sheep cannot produce wool in 
quantity, or quality, because the in- 
crease in the amount of wool is the} 
result of a combinafion’ of factors. | 
The most important factor is plenty 
of good feed. When proper feed is 
lacking a short weak fibre is pro-| 
duced and the value of the wool is 
decreased> by at least two cents a 
pound. 

The proper feeding of roughage 
necessitates ‘a proper manner of 
feeding it, which in turn demands 
the greatest care on the part of the 
!} shepherd to produce ‘racks of suit- 
‘able type. A desirable type of rack 
is one so constructed that small por- 
tions of the feeding material, such| 
{as chaff and leaves of legumes, may | 
‘not lodge in the fleece of the sheep 
as the sheep feed at the rack. There 
are many types of racks, specifica- 
tions for which may be obtained 
| by applying to any Dominion Experi- 
|mental Farm or Station, or Agricul- 
| ture College. 

To protect the fleece of the sheep,

List .Of The Nutritional Merit Of 
Different Vegetables 


Graded as sources of vitamins A 
and C and iron and calcium, vege- 
tables, cooked or raw .according to 
customary usage, were arranged in 
the following order of merit as pro- 
tective foods at the recent meeting 
of the Nutritional Panel of the 
Society of Chemical Industry, Lon- 
don, Eng. First came the green 
vegetables, broccoli tops, watercress, 
mustard and cress, brussels sprouts, 
and spinach, rich in carotene, and 
very rich in Vitamin C, and contain- 
irig useful contributions of iron and 
calcium, although it was doubtful 
whether the calcium in the spinach 
was utilizable. 


Next came cabbage and cauliflower 
which | still contained substantial 
amounts of vitamin C but neglible 
quantities of carotene. In green vege- 
tables, carotene is associated with 
greenness. When the heart of a cab- 
bage is blanched, it thereby forfeits 


‘l\its rank in the highest class of pro- 


tective vegetables.

THE PASSING OF THE PLOW 

Extensive publicity is being given to a book 
published in the United States by Edward H. 
Faulkner entitled ‘‘Plowman’s Folly,” which is 
based on the assertion that farmers have been 
wasting time and money in plowing their land. 
Mr. Faulkner claims better results are obtain- 
able through the use of other implements which 
stir the surface of the land only enough to cut 
the weeds and leave the trash on top. This is 
considered a new and revolutionary idea. , 

Farmers in Alberta and Saskatchewan are 
evincing no excitement over the Faulkner pro- 
posals for the same idea has been developed 
over’ the past quarter of & century, particularly 
in the southern areas of both of these Cana- 
dian provinces. When the prairie sections of 
Alberta and Saskatchewan were first settled 
the newcomers brought with them the tillage 
ideas of the regions whence they came. The 
mold board plow was in general use and the 
farmer who kept his summerfallow continually 
cultivated was considered to be at the head of 
his profession. It did not take long to find out, 
however, that the practice of leaving the top 
soil in a state of fine cultivation was a poor 
one. This country is a region of high winds 
and soil drifting soon becdme a serious prob- 
lem. Gradually the farmers gave up the mold 
board plow, first for the cultivator then the 
“one-way” disc plow and finally other contri- 
vances, mostly of home design, which travelled 
a few inches under the soil, cut the weeds, dis- 
turbed the surface but little and left the trash 
on top. 

The first Alberta farmer to follow piowiees

pame of Bohannon who farmed in the Sibbald 
district on the Goose Lake line. More than 25 
years ago this man obtained excellent results

This blood ‘is preserved in con- 
tainers for months at a time, but when used 
for injection into a sdldier on the verge of 
death from loss of blood causes an almost. in- 
stant revival of life in the dying soldier, and 
enables the saving of his life, where in past 
history of wars he would have died. This blood 


_ when injected into the dying man instantly 


starts to work -where the blood drained fron 
him left off in its job of keeping his mortal 
body sustained with the elements of life. The 
serum starts immediately to manufacture 
new red and white cells in the right propor- 
tion, utilizing the food still left in the system 
of the soldier, and carrying its various dis- 
solved elements to the proper places to build 
all the organs, bones, and the multifarious 
mechanism of the human body, This raises 
‘the question brought up at the last meeting 
of the American Medical Society by a noted 
surgeon, “Are the blood cells and serum of a 
creature intelligent?” If they are not intelli- 
gent what would you call this ability of the 
blood and serum after months of inactivity 
to start to work where the soldier’s blood cells 
left off and build and maintain a human body 
to which they had never belonged before? — 
the job they do is more complicated and re- 
quires more knowledge and skill than any- 
thing a human brain has-ever been able to ac- 
complish. How inspiring is this sublime mys- 
tery of life? ~ |
